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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Winquest (6,478,277) in view of Bugs 'R' Done (http://www.safeinsecticide.com). 
Winquest shows an ant-resistant food container 10, having a food surface support 23 
with a lower surface 18 that rests evenly on a flat surface and the food surface support 
23 rising therefrom; a surrounding ant barrier 25 in a recess 24 encircling the food 
surface support 23 such that any insect climbing the support 23 must walk across the 
ant barrier 28 which is composed of a repellent material such as a sticky substance, col. 
3, lines 41-43. The food surface is a bowl 15 having a circular rim 12 wherein the ant 
barrier 28 is in the circumferential recess around the bowl and resting on a pedestal 23 
or 51 such that the bowl 1 5 is detachable for washing. Bowl 1 5 is considered to be a 
"tray" having a raised rim 12, a flat surface 15 and a food support surface 20 under the 
surface 15 of the bowl/tray. Winquest does not disclose the use of an off-the-shelf 
organic repellent. Bugs 'R' Done is an example of an off-the-shelf organic insect 
repellent. With respect to claim 4, to use the organic repellent of Bugs 'R' Done with the 
food container Winquest would have been obvious to one skilled in the art in order to 
make the bowl safer to feeding pets by using a less toxic repellent. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 4-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
